Two bills embracing the reme- 
dial legislation reeommended by the 
committee will accompany the report. 

The Morgan letter lays at the door of 
the present banking and currency laws 
the responsibility for any “concentra- 
of money and credit that may 
exist. 

The Morgan letter concludes as followa: 

“Finally, in urging upon you once more 
the establishment Of a sound banking 
system, we venture to question the wis- 
dom of engraftifg upon such new system 
many special provisions designed to guard 
against particular eyils, but which, beig® 
restrictive in their mature, are likely ‘so 
to hedge about the business of banking 
as to curtail severely the coyntry’s devcl- 
opment. 

“We believe that, with a scientific 
banking system firmly established, many 
features in our present situation, per- 
haps deemed objectionable by you, will 
of themselves disappear, and that this 
country wil enjoy the experience of 
other countries which, 
the same amount of banking statutes 
we have, are yet immeas- 
urably freer than America from banking 
failures and from those periodic financial 
Misturbances which bring misfortune to 
rich and 'poofalike, and, except for which, 
these United States today undoubtedly 
would be in enjoyment of a political and 
national prosperity far surpassing any 
that has been known in the world’s his- 
tory.

Small_faney tins come for the baking 
little cakes, but it is difficult for 
any ome inexperienced in their use to 
grease them - properly, with the result | 
that the batter sticks and the shape is| 
marred; moreover, cakes baked in such 
small quantity burns quickly. | 

The beginner will have better success 
if she bakes the batter in several layers 
in regular sized cake tins or in a square 
dripping pan or two and then cuts the 
Javers into the desired shapes, says the 
New York Times. To be sure, there is 
apparent waste in this method, but tbe 
results are much more satisfactory, and 
the addition of candied fruits and 
whipped cream to the odds and ends of 
cake gives a delicious dessert. | 

When the layers come from the oven| 
take them from the pans and allow them | 
to become cool. Then with fancy cutters, 
one shaped like a heart, one scalloped, one 
diamond shape and others circular and 
oblong in outline, cut the cake layers in 
pieces. | 

The following recipe for cake batter 
can be followed with good results in 
little eakes: Cream half a cupful of but- 
ter with a cupful of sugar. Add the yolks 
of two eggs and beat. Gradually add 
half a cupful of milk and a cupful and 
three-quarters of flour, sifted with two 
leve] teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Lastly add the beaten whites of the eggs. 

When the batter is mixed divide it into 
four parts. To one part add chopped | 
nut meats, to another a dash each of cin- 
namon, grated nutmeg and allspice, to | 
another orange extract and half a tea-| 
spoonful of grated orange rind and to 
the fourth part half a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, 

When the cakes are baked and cut and 
cool frost them.

Take from the fire, and when it 
has cooled a little add an unbeaten egg, 
beat it two or three minutes and then 
add an extra yolk. Beat again. Put 
teaspoonfuls of the mixture on a buttered 
tin and bake for a quarter of an hour 
in a hot oven. A gas heated oven is best, 
as the strongest heat is at the bottom 
and this arrangement of heat induces the 
cream cakes to rise.

WASHINGTON—The outlook for final 


enactment of legislation bestowing full 


American citizenship upon Porto Ricans 
is said to be good. The bill, which passed 
the House during the last session, has 
been favorably reported to the Senute, 
and is now on the calendar in that body 
with no serious opposition existing to it, 
The bill will go through if it can reach a 
vote prior to final adjournment. 

A possible impediment to final action 
at this session would ve the amendment 
of the bill by the Senate, thus requiring 
its reference to a committee oa confer- 
ence, where, in the rush of tha closing 
hours of the session, it might be ‘ust. 
President Taft is in favor of the bill. 

That the people of. Porto Rico ara 
ready for citizenship, is definitely in- 
dicated by Santiago Iglesias, representing 
the Porto Rican labor federation, who 
has been in Washington for some time 
doing all that he could to advance the 
bill. 

“Under the Spanish autonomous gov- 
ernment,” says Mr, Iglesias, “our people 
had oppression of the press, oppression 
of speech, abridgment of the right of 
association, religious persecution, mili- 
tary oppression and beaurocratiec oppres- 
sion. VUur working men were to all in- 
tents and purposes legal chattels, and 
socially and civilly they lived as out- 
casts. The country was in poverty end 
without credit, and the rulers were all- 
powerful and their orders had the force 
of royal decrees, 

“Under American government capital 
came, factories sprang up, an era of 
profitable business began, imports and 
exports increased, the principles of legal 
equality were enforced, political bossism 
disappeared, property began to rise rap- 
idly in value, transfers of property be- 
gan to increase in number, industry and 
commerce begam to develop, self respect 
appeared, tows began to project acque- 
ducts, séwer systems and municipal bet- 
terments of other kinds, the old public 
debts were redeemed, credit gushed, as 
it were, out of the fountain of thor- 
oughly established and permanent pub- 
lic and private confidence, and our peo- 
ple entered on an era of prosperity such 
as they never had dreamed of before. 
We now live in order and in peace, with 
increasing trade and public and private 
wealth on all sides of us. 

“The island's outside commerce has in- 
creased in value from $17,500,000 in the 
years prior to the establishment of free 
trade to 892,000,000 in 1911-12. Nearly

ification could have for fame as a 
record-smasher ” 

Bearing on this point are a question 
and answer which the rules committee 
published last September. The Thanet 
Ladies Club wrote follows: “In a 
stroke competition a competitor returned 
a card marked as for a com peti- 
tion, and was under the impression that 
she was playing in a bogey competition. 
The score for each hole is correctly 
marked. Should the card be accepted 2” | == 

This was the answer: “If the compet- 
itor observed the rules for stroke play 
throughout the round, the card in 
order, as the score for each hole is cor- 
rectly marked.” Obviously, the rules 
committee meant that a score done 
against bogey was the same as a score 
accomplished in a scoring competition, 
so long as the rules for stroke play were 
observed, and the card was accurately 
marked. Surely, therefore, it could 
count as a record?’ Now that St. An- 
drews bestowing something in the 
nature of a blessing upon an “accepted 
definition of a record,” we may as well 
have everything made clear so that 
future generations shall be saved won- 
dering whether they have become cock 
of the green or merely wasted another 
great round in a poor cause. 

There is one kind of “record” which is 
often reported, and which ought to be 
suppressed. It is the feat performed in 
a four-bal] match, When two men are 
playing as a side, even though each has 
his own ball to smite, it is incongruous 
for one to claim to have beaten the rec- 
ord for the course. Often it happens 
that a fortunate individual in such a 
contest has the incentive to go for all 
the long putts, since his partner has 
made sure of the ball, and if the. per- 
son who receives this chances to be on 
his putting, he does an uncommonly low 
score. But it is not a genuine score; in- 
deed, artificial inspiration is a big fac- 
tor in its accomplishment. Why it is 
that the individual figures are counted 

t all passes our comprehension. Some- 
times, at an exhibition game, misguided 
enthusiasts are to be seen scurrying about 
in their determination to pu’ down every 
man’s score for every hole in a four-ball 
mateh. They finish with a harvest of 
figures which mean practically nothing. 
Perhaps, however, we ought not to de- 
cree how the zealot should try to make 
himself happy

THE announcement that it has been deter- 
mined to proclaim a general strike in Bel- 
gium on the 14th of April next, is a social 
event of the first magnitude. August Sorel, 
the parent of French syndicalism, the man 
who, perhaps, has done more thay any one 
else to popularize the idea, has himself re- 
mained tolerably skeptical as to its realiza- 
tion. It was he who invented the phrase, 
“the myth of the general strike,” and he 
confessed, quite frankly, that if anybody were to face him with the 
question, “What if the strike should never come?” he would be 
unprepared for an answer. Still, he remarks cheerfully, what of 
that? The human mind is so constituted that it will find a thousand 
unanswerable explanations for every failure. The operatives of 
Lorient and Rouen will go on looking for the social millennium as 
persistently as their ancestors looked for the coming of Arthur. 

A well-known English socialist not long ago told the syndicalists 
that, even if they won a general strike, they were totally deficient 
in the powers of organization and technique which would enable them 
to take advantage of their success. In addition to this, he expressed 
a pious opinion that non-syndicalist humanity might not prove to be 
so powerless as le roi Pataud and his henchmen dreamed, and that 
if Capital and Labor met at Philippi, it was not certain that the 
Mark Anthony would be a syndicalist. The syndicalists of Belgium 
have crossed their Rubicon. ‘They have challenged the government, 
and the country awaits the issue with some trepidation and con-

siderable curiosity. 

Every one who knows anything of politics, knows how im- 
possible it is to confine a struggle to a definite issue. It is for this 
very reason the referendum has been invented, but the politician with 
a true instinct of self-preservation, shrinks from its application. The 
struggle in Belgium today is a political rather than a social struggle. 
It is not so much a fight between capital and labor as it is between 
clericalism and democracy. A referendum on the franchise would 
almost positively give the victory to democracy. The issue, therefore, 
has to be confused with economics. Numbers of voters will be will- 
ing to oppose clericalism who would be anything but willing to sup- 
nort the syndical idea. If then the popular pressure should be too 
sreat for the government to resist, could the victory be represented 
as a triumph for the syndicate? The fact is that there is nothing 
‘rom which the human mind revolts more conspicuously than the 
demand that it should think scientifically. It would always rather 
wander in a labyrinth than tramp the street called Straight. It 1s by 
10 means fascinated by seeing where it is going.

turing and merchandising, as distinguished 
from the industrial and share-issuing cor- 
porations. It has long been a matter of com- 
vlaint that certain of the national banks preferred dealing in secur- 
ities to loaning money on commercial paper. There appears to be 
evidence enough on hand to establish the contention that a group of 
leading national banks deal almost wholly in securities. An expert 
has it, for instance, that 138 of the national banks hold, in their own 
account, 600 per cent of their total capital and surplus in Wall street 
securities ; eighty-one, 700 per cent; forty-six, 800 per cent; twentv- 
eight, 900 per cent; seventeen, 1000 per cent, and eight trom 1500 
to 2100 per cent. According to this evidence, to be incorporated in 
the Pujo report, the ratio between thg investments in Wall street 
securities and the total deposits of national banks showed that 353 
held 60 per cent of their deposits in such securities, 108 held 75 per 
cent, nineteen held’ 100 per cent, and eight held from 125 per cent 
upward. Other figures showed investments. of loan accounts in 
securities at practically the same ratio. | 

It hardly needed this testimony, or any other to the same effect. 
in the Pujo inquiry or at any other time, to convince the great body 
of non-incorporated and non-stock-issuing merchandising and manu- 
facturing concerns that they should make special provision for their 
own financial accommodation. This is apparent in the multiplicity 
of banks, national and state, and trust companies. <A great number 
of banks have been established in the last fitty years in certain lines 
of trade for the principal reason that accommodation on commercial 
paper has been difficult to obtain from certain existing banks in times 
of great activity in the security market. It is understood that there 
will be incorporated in the Pujo report ‘‘a recommendation curtail- 
‘ng the power of national banks to invest their funds in the securities 
of corporations to the detriment of the popularity of commercial 
paper.” It might be naturally supposed that, this could be accom- 
plished as well through the influence of the bank patrons, but, it 
appears, the latter, as a body, have either failed or neglected to make 
their influence felt, with the result that those having legitimate and 
successful small businesses are frequently compelled to beg for 
money, or to go without it, while there is a steady flow of bank 
earnings and deposits toward Wall street. . 

If the Pujo committee can get through Congress a bill limiting 
the extent to which national banks may invest their assets in securi- 
ties, it will have succeeded in working a radical change in the entire 
Gnancial system of the country, a change that must be conducive to 
the interests of the general borrower, and, consequently, to the wel- 


fare of the majority. 
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THE United States took formal possession of 
the island of Porto Rico on Oct. 18, 1898. 
An act providing for the civil government of 
the possession was passed by the Fifty-Sixth 
Congress and was approved by the President 
April 12, 1900. , That was nearly thirteen 
years ago. Since then the island has made 
wonderful progress. Materially speaking, | 
its people have never been better off ‘than | 
they are today. Agricultural conditions 
have greatly improved ; exports and imports have increased. 
able tariff legislation is making sugar planters wealthy. 
fairly paid. Internal communication and harbors and docks have 
all been brought up to a high standard... Education and sanitation 
have made tremendous strides. Politics, disturbed for a time after 
the transfer of the island from Spanish domination, has long since 
quieted down. The people, so far as there is available evidence, are 
contented and happy, save witly regard to one particular. They are 
practically citizens of no country. 

In his message to Congress in December, 1906, President Roose- 
velt recommended that United States citizenship be granted the 
Porto Ricans. <A bill to this end introduced in the Sixty-Second 
Congress was passed by the House long since, but has up to this 
writing failed to receive consideration in the Senate. An effort 1s 
to be made to get it out of committee before final adjournment. 
li it 1s placed upon its passage, there is little doubt of the enactment 
of the law. 

At present a Porto Rican is to all intents and purposes an alien. 
To become a citizen of the United States, although living under the 
protection of its flag and under the jurisdiction of its laws, he must 
be naturalized. The Porto Ricans crave the privilege of citizenship. 
From all accounts they are, as a people, entirely worthy of it. Their 
loyalty is unquestioned; they are intelligent and industrious. It 
will be a proud moment for them when they can claim political 
equality with Americans. Whether that moment is-at hand or shall 
be further delayed the next few days will tell.

The 
verdict just announced gives Haywood less 
Recall than a third ot the 33,500 votes cast, which

. c action,’ sabotage and the general strike that 
we believe reputable‘citizens generally would have advised had they 
been consulted. In the city of Paterson, N. J., an effort of the 
International Workers of the World to create conditions similar to 
those in Lawrence, Mass., during the recent memorable strike in 
that textile center, has been defeated by prompt action of public 
officials in discreet as well as vigorous ways. Evidence is lacking to 
indicate that the class-war theory of social evolution is getting that 
hrm grip on the American workman which Ettor and Haywood 
desire. hese agitators are contending with the conservative habits 
and traditions of a people whose individualism asserts itself in 
innumerable ways and who are difficult to win to a group loyalty. 
Moreover, national conditions at the present tithe are such that society 
as a whole is busy meeting, by approved legal methods of investiga- 
tion, trial and conviction, cases of injustice and exploitation that 
have furnished much of such evidence as has had weight in framing 
the indictment of the proletariat against.the rich. The fundamental 
issue which the American democracy taces today is perhaps not. so 
much one of control of organized, tederated capital as it is of labor 
massed to protect class interests and by its potential voting power 
forcing Congress to make exemptions from the operation of laws 
controlling and punishing monopolies.

The offige of postmaster-general existed from 1789, but did no 
become a cabinet position until forty years later. 

All of the later: additions to the cabinet, the prospective one 
included, have grown from the bureau stage, as did the postoftice 
department. The growth of the country has forced upon people 
and government a larger recognition of the importance of the offices. 
Thus, as western expansion broadened the nation and multiplied 
its responsibilities, the interior department was erected upon offices 
previously under the jurisdiction of the war department. There had 
been a commissioner of agriculture long before a department of that 
name was created. The department of commerce and labor was 
built upon existing bureaus. . The department of labor is now to 
succeed the bureau of labor, the commissioner of labor is to be super- 
seded by the secretary of the department of labor. There were but 
four departments originally—state, treasury, war and _ justice— 
although navy was soon added; and this number sufficed. It is a 
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question whether, with the growing complexities of administration. 
the limit will long remain at ten. Even now there is a pretty wide- 
spread demand for a department of education. } 

The bureau of labor has been concerned mainly in gathering 
information relating to the condition of what is called the toiline 
class. In pursuit of its inquiries, it has necessarily found itself 
investigating the conduct of the great industries of the nation \ 
a bureau its province has been simply to gather and disseminate data 
relating to labor, industrial labor in particular. The department of 
labor will have broader scope and greater power. It will be able 
to deal with the entire question of the relationship between the 
emplover and the emploved and the relation of both to the country. 
and it will be clothed with authority to enforce laws intended to 
define and regulate these relationships. Its creation marks the fina! 
step toward division of the three great potential and active forces 
in the development of the republic—agriculture, labor and commerce. 
DARTMOUTH COLLEGE and Clark University 
are to be credited with worldly wisdom in 
making arrangements whereby their repre- 
sentatives may profit by sharing in the tour 
of South America under the auspices of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. The wonder 
is that other colleges and universities of New 
England do not make a similar -choice. 
Institutional advantages to be derived from 
the venture are certain to be quite as 
marked as those whieh will come to the men fortunate enough to 
go; so that, purely as a matter of tactics, there is everything to be 
said for the project. In due time, of course, were there to be any- 
thing like a general decision on the part of New England centers 
ot learning to share in this tour of investigation and advertisement, 
the entire section also would profit by the enterprise. South Amer- 
icans need to know more about New England’s educational facilities. 
\s it is now, the universities and professional schools of the mid- 
dle Atlantic states get most of the Latin-American students.

Out of this 
experiment came none but good results to all concerned, as the uni- 
versity men who went on the tour would be the first to testify. As 
the result of friendships then formed between friendly invaders from 
the north and their courteous hosts, intellectual commerce between 
the two continents has increased.
